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MINUTES OF MEETINGS 


OF THE 


Board of Commissioners 


FEBRUARY, 1921 


Newark, N. J., February 3, 1921. 


A regular meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners of the City of New- 
ark, N. J., was held on the above 
date, in the Council Chamber, City 
Hall, Newark, at 11 A. M. 


Present: — Commissioners Archi- 
bald, Brennan, Monahan, Raymond. 


Absent:—Mayor Gillen. 


The minutes of regular meeting 
of January 27th and an adjourned 
meeting of January 28th, 1921, were 
read and approved. 


Commissioner Raymond: — City 
Counsel Congleton has a report on 
the legislation affecting the abandon- 
ment of the Morris Canal which I 
think he should be permitted to read. 


Mr. Congleton read the report as 
‘follows: 


Newark, N. J., February 3, 1921. 


Board of Commissioners 
of the City of Newark. 


Dear Sirs:— 


The undersigned have carefully 
considered the Morris Canal problem, 
and beg to submit herewith our con- 
clusions and recommendations. 


It seems to be established beyond 
question that the Morris Canal has 
not been for many years, is not now 
and cannot in the future, without 
too great an expenditure of money, 
be made commercially available for 
the transportation of freight. No 
traffic is now transported over the 
Canal. The Lehigh Valley Railroad 
Company, the lessee of the Canal, 
claims to maintain the Canal so that 
it is physically possible for canal 
boats to pass through the Canal, but 
this is done, if it is done, in order 
to avoid forfeiture of the Charter of 
the Morris Canal and Banking Com- 
pany, and serves no other useful or 
economic purpose. 


In the cities of Jersey City and 
Newark particularly, the canal under 
these conditions has become an open 
ditch, the receptacle for all kinds 
of refuse, and is in effect a nuisance 
which should be abated in the public 
interest. 


If the Canal was abandoned, cer- 
tain parts of the property and water 
rights would be of very great value 
and advantage to public and private 
interests. The Basin Terminus of 
the Canal in Jersey City is available 
for water front purposes. The Canal 
Bed from the Basin through Jersey 
City could be used to advantage as a 
belt line railroad for the service of 
factories located along the line. Jer- 
sey City has planned an extensive 
public improvement upon the Hack- 
ensack River and Newark Bay for 
factories and industries desiring 
water front property. The canal bed 
is conveniently located for a belt line 
railroad available for all of the ter- 
minal roads, which would serve the 
industries to be developed by this 
project. 


The portion of the Canal situated 
in the City of Newark could be used 
for 2 subway or a high speed trolley 
extending perhaps as far as Pater- 
son, and this improvement would be 
to the great advantage of all of the 
communities served. 


The abandonment of the canal will 
also afford the opportunity for the 
return to the City of Newark of those 
portions of the publie streets which 
ware taken for canal purposes under 
the original canal charter. It would 
also permit the development of a 
street through the center of Newark, 
upor. the valuable property occupied 
by the canal where the market now 
stands. 


The abandonment of the canal 
would also make the water rights 
now devoted to maintaining the 
water level in the canal available 
for the enlargement of the water 
supplies of many North Jersey muni- 
cipalities under the direction of the 
North Jersey District Water Supply 
Commission. 


The cities of Paterson and Passaic 
are now considering the purchase of 
the Hast Jersey Water plant, secur- 
ing an increased and purer water 
supply from the Wanaque River or 
other sources. The water rights 
which would be released by the aban- 
donment of the canal would make a 
great deal of water now used for ca- 
nal purposes available for the use 
of these cities, and the bed of the 
canal from the Little Falls plant up 
to Rockaway would be available 
either as an open conduit or as a 
right of way for a pipe line, in which 
water could be brought from the 
Wanaque or other available sources 
of supply. 


For these reasons it is imperative 
that this canal should be promptly 
abandoned, and devoted to these and 
other pressing public uses. 


We have considered several meth- 
ods of accomplishing this result. 


The first method is to take over 
the canal at the expiration of the 
term of ninety-nine years from the 
granting of the charter, using for 
that purpose the machinery set up 
in the charter. This term will ex- 
pire in 1924. The charter provides 
that at the expiration of said term 
the State of New Jersey shall have 
the option, to be exercised within one 
year, to take over the canal prop- 
erty upon paying to the Canal Com- 
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pany the value of the property, to 
be appraised by ten appraisers to be 
mutually chosen by the State and by 
the Company. 


The charter further provides that 
if the State does not avail itself of 
this option, the charter of the Com- 
pany and its right to possess and op- 
erate the canal shall be extended for 
a further period of fifty years, at 
the end of which time the canal 
property reverts to and becomes the 
property of the State without any 
payment, 


In order that the State may avail 
itself of this option, it will be neces- 
sary to pass a bill during the year 
1924, in which the State elects to ex- 
ercise the option, and then to agree 
with the Canal Company upon the 
ten commissioners, and appraise the 
property. A very strong objection 
to this plan of procedure is that 
these provisions for taking over the 
canal are totally inadequate to pro- 
tect the State’s interests, and to make 
effective the exercise of this option, 
in the event that the Canal Com- 
pany, or its lessee, the Lehigh Val- 
ley Railroad Company, should for 
their own selfish interests, desire to 
prevent the State from exercising 
its option, and thus to secure to the 
Canal Company and its lessee the 
fifty-year extension of the right to 
own and operate the Canal. 


In that event, all they would have 
to do would be to fail to agree upon 
the commissioners. What then would 
happen is a complicated legal ques- 
tion. The only certain thing about 
it is that the whole matter could 
bə thrown’ into litigation which 
would consume many years in court, 
the outcome of which is a mere mat- 
ter of opinion. Even if the Commis- 


sioners were appointed in accordance 
with the charter, experience shows 
us that the situation would be very 
little improved, because appraisals 
of this kind consume a large amount 
of the time, and are themselves the 
fruitful cause of many incidental 
and extended litigations. i 


For these reasons we recommend 
that this plan of taking over the ca- 
nal be abandoned in favor of the 
more expeditious and more certain 
plan hereinafter suggested. 


Another plan open to us, is for 
the State to at once authorize and 
start proceedings for the immediate 
condemnation by the State of the 
entire canal property and the water 
rights of the Canal Company and its 
lessee. 


There seems to be no doubt'of the 
sovereign power of the State to con- 
demn this property without waiting 
for the year 1924. There can also 
be no reasonable doubt that such 
action would be-advantageous to the 
State and to the municipalities in- 
terested. The Lehigh Valley Rail- 
road Company, the lessee of the Ca- 
nal Company has several times in the 
last twenty years endeavored to have 
the Legislature release it from fur- 
ther obligation. to maintain this Ca- 
nal, and has offered at different times 
to surrender the entire property ex-- 
cept certain portions in Jersey City 
useful for its railroad purposes, and 
to pay the State a very large sum of 
money as a further consideration. In 
these proceedings the Railroad Com- 
pany has submitted eiaborate reports 
to the State and to the legislative 
and other committees showing that 
the canal is not only without value 
to the Canal Company, or its lessee, 
but on the other hand is a very 


heavy financial burden, the cost of 
which to the company is at least 
$300,000 a year in excess of any 
possible income, 


Under these circumstances it would 
seem that the sum to be paid in 
consideration would not be a very 
large one. But whatever sum it was 
necessary to pay the State could 
promptly recover by disposing of the 
valuable sections of the canal in Hud- 
son, Hssex and Passaic Counties and 
the water rights hereinbefore men- 
tioned for other public uses. The 
transaction therefore in any event 
wouid accrue to the advantage of 
the State. i ` 


We recommend therefore that a 
bill should be drawn, authorizing the 
proper officials of the State to com- 
mence immediate condemnation of 
the canal property. We strongly 
recommend that no attempt be made 
in this bill to determine the dispo- 
sition of the canal property, or of 
the water rights, or of any part 
"thereof, but all such matters to be 
held in abeyance, until after the ca- 
nal property has been acquired by 
the State, 


The reason for this is that there 
are so many private and municipal 
interests involved in the disposition 

' of the canal in Jersey City, Newark, 
Paterson and other places, that an 
attempt to protect these interests di- 
vides the forces that are needed to 
secure the passage of a condemna- 
tion bill, and this division of inter- 
ests makes difficult the passage of 
any legislation whatsoever, Every 
interest, public and private, can 
safely rely upon the assurance that 
after the State has acquired this 
property, the disposition of its parts 


will be made later on by appropriate 
legislation upon equitable terms to 
all parties in interest. 


We have asked the representatives 
of the Lehigh Valley Railroad Com- 
pany to state their attitude towards 
the immediate abandonment of this 
canal by legislation, and we herein 
enclose our letter to that effect and 
a letter in reply, in which the Com- 
pany sets forth its position on that 
subject. 


If it develops that an agreement 
looking to the abandonment of the 
canal can be obtained from the Le- 
high Valley Railroad Company, the 
lessee, which will meet the approval 
of the representatives of the State, 
such a plan would be the most ex- 
peditious and the one attended with 
the least liability to litigation and 
uncertainty. 


The delays heretofore experienced 
in attempting to arrive at such an 
agreement, however, lead us to the 
conclusion that as a first step at 
least the introduction of the form of 
bill herewith submitted is the part 
of wisdom.

The undersigned, Jerome T. Con- 
gleton, Corporation Counsel of the 
City of Newark, Frank H. Sommer 
and Spaulding Frazer, representing 
the North Jersey District Water Sup- 
ply Commission, John Milton, Cor-

would be willing to consent to the 
abandonment of the said Canal. 


We suggest that you give us in- 
formation specifically. upon the fol- 
‘lowing points: 


1 What part or parts of the Canal 
does your company wish to retain for: 
its corporate purposes? 


2. What sum, if any, is your cor- 
poration willing to pay to the State 
upon being relieved of its obligation 
to maintain the canal? 


.An answer at your earliest con- 
venience will be greatly appreciated.

Gentlemen :— 


I beg to acknowledge receipt of 


‘your recent communication to me, 


which was received on January 29th, 
informing me that you have been 
authorized to prepare a plan for the 
abandonment of the Morris Canal, 
to draft a bill to carry out such plan 
and to submit a report containing 


such plan and draft to the munici- 
palities of Newark and Jersey City 
and the State Water Supply Com- 
mission; and requesting me to in- 
form you whether the Lehigh Valley 
Railzoad Company desires to co-op- 
erate with the municipal corpora- 
tions you represent and other citizens 
in framing a bill to provide for the 
taking over of the Morris Canal by 
the State, upon what terms this Com- 
pany would be willing to consent to 
the abandonment of the Canal, and 
requesting specific information as to 
what part or parts of the canal this 
company wishes to retain, and what 
sum if any, this company would be 
willing to pay to the State upon be- 
ing relieved of its obligations to 
maintain the canal. 


In reply I am authorized to say 
that this Company is willing to co- 
operate with the municipal corpora- 
tions and other citizens in framing a 
bill to provide for taking over the 
canal, and to furnish any informa- 
tion you may desire in the prepara- 
tion of a plan and bill. 


As to your specifie inquiries, I beg 
to say that the Company wishes to 
retain the following properties: 


(a) The property and right of way 
in Hudson County; 


(b) The right of way in Phillips- 
burg between Greens Bridge and the 
Delaware River. 


In consideration of the retention 
of and the deeds for these properties, 
the Railroad Company will turn over 
to the State all its other canal prop- 
erty, rights, titles, and interests and 
the securities of the Canal Company 
which it owns. 


The Company does not feel that it 
should be called upon to pay any- 
thing to the State if the canal prob- 
lems should be settled upon these 
terms, for the following reasons, 
among others: 


The value of the property to be 
retained, according to its valuation 
by Mr. Louis Focht, the engineer of 
the State Board of Assessors, in his 
report of October 27, 1913, is as fol- 
lows: 


(1) Value of the “Big

These figures represent the result 
of the highest appraisal methods used 
by Mr. Focht, and also disregard the 
present title of the Railroad Com- 
pany. In effect, all the Company will 
obtain will be the value of the re- 
mainder based upon the extent of its 
title under the lease executed by the 
Canal Company to the Railroad in 
1871, under an Act of the Legisla- 
ture passed that year. It has already 
been indicated by the courts that the 
title obtained under the lease is in 
perpetuity. Consequently any con- 
cession now made by the State would 
result in nothing more than a con- 
firmation of the Company’s title. 
These facts should be borne in mind 
in respect of any hesitation toward 
accepting the figures herein stated 
as a fair basis of comparison con- 
cerning the exchange of values in 
carrying out the plan of settlement.

As to the value of the property 


to be taken over by the State, I beg 
to advise that the lands between the 
Hackensack River and Paterson were 


valued by Mr. Focht, in his report’ 


above referred to, at $1,874,017. The 
water rights of the Company were 
not specifically valued by Mr. Focht, 
as far as I know, but the water rights 
and lands of the Company west of 
Paterson have been valued by Mr. 
Morris Sherrerd at the sum of $3,- 
000,000. The value of the lands and 
water right passing to the State, 
therefore, will be not less than $4,- 
374,017. 


s 


“The above valuation of the water 
rights, however is much too low. In 
1913 Mr. Focht, in estimating the 
probable income from these rights at 
$1 per million gallons, placed it at 
$15,227 per annum. Raw water, un- 
fit for potable purposes, is sold in 
northern New Jersey at $15 per mil- 
lion gallons and therefore the Morris 
Canal waters if used solely for non- 
potable purposes, would yield an in- 
come which, if capitalized at 5%, 
would make the water alone worth 
$4,568,100, instead of $3,000,000 for 
both land and water. If used for 
potable purposes, of which it is all 
capable, a very much larger income, 
establishing a much higher value, 
would be obtainable. 


The capital stock of the Morris Ca- 
nal & Banking Company owned by 
the Lehigh Valley Railroad Company 
consists of 9,921 shares of consoli- 
dated stock and 11,399 shares of 
preferred stock, each having a par 
value of $100, or a total par value 
for both issues of $2.132,000. There 
are in the hands of the public 329 
shares of consolidated stock and 351 
shares of preferred stock. 


, There is an outstanding bond issue 
of $500,000, all owned by the Lehigh, 
Valley Railroad Company. 


There is also outstanding $42,- 
080.50 preferred scrip, all owned by 
the Lehigh Valley Railroad Com- 
pany. - 
The Railroad Company will turn 
over to the State without cost all 
of the shares of stock, bonds and 
scrip which it owns. as above men- 
tioned, and shall expect the State to 
acquire by condemnation the out- 
standing stock amounting to 680 


shares. The ownership of the stock 


will enable the State to preserve the 
title to the lands under waiter. in 
Greenwood Lake, in the State of New 
York, and to use the charter privi- 
leges of the Canal Company for such 
other purposes as the State may find 
desirable. toe

City Counsel Congleton.—-In view 
of their present attitude that they 
will not pay to the State anything, 
makes the procedure which we rec- 
ommend, it seocms to me, the only 
proper one and the strongest point 
we can take. The water rights can- 
not go to anyone but the North Jer- 
sey District Water Supply Commis- 
sion. 


Commissioner Raymond moved 
that the Bill as prepared by the 
Counsel engaged in the matter of 
the abandonment of the Morris Ca- 
nal as presented to us here today 
be approved by this Commission. 


The roll being called, the motion 
was deciared adopted by the follow- 
ing votes: 


Yeas: Commissioners Archibald, 
Brennan, Monahan, Raymond. 


Commissioner Archibald: — Mr. 
Gwinnell we would like to have you 
and Mr. Wollmuth sit down and join 
us in a discussion in connection with 
- the establishment of a Central Pur- 
chasing Bureau. We have asked you 
here as Chairman of the Committee 
of the Chamber of Commerce recom- 
mending this Bureau to confer with 
the Commissioners to learn our at- 
titude in the establishment of a Cen- 
tral Purchasing Bureau, and the ap- 
pointment ‘of a Purchasing Agent. 
All of the Commissioners have gone 
into the matter very carefully and 
each individual Commissioner has 
given it very careful thought and 
I think Commissioner Raymond is 
prepared to speak for the Commis- 
sioners. 


Commissioner Raymond: — The 
whole Commission Mr. Gwinnell, I 
think have an idea in mind, I do not 
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know how fixed the cea is, | ial, 
economy will npt be served by ap- 
pointing a Purchasing Agent, to- 
gether with the elaborate equipment 
of his office and all that goes with it. 
So far as my Department is con- 
cerned, we now have a Purchasing 
Department which has been operat- 
ing for two years and which has 
shown great results. Mayor Gillen 
is not here today, but he stated here 
last week that-his supplies generally 
for his various departments were 
purchased, I think he said, for 25% 
lower than the County purchases sup- 
plies for County institutions. Com- 
missioner Monahan has considerable 
to do with purchases and he will 
state for himself what his position is. 


Commissioner Monahan:—My po- 
sition is that I do-not see where we 
would gain by having a Purchasing 
Agent. We are buying everything at 
market prices and contracts are 
awarded to the lowest bidders in 
open competition and I do not think 
we could save the City any money 
by having a Purchasing Agent for 
the material that I have charge of. 


Commissioner Raymond:—-As the 
Law is today, we cannot make a pur- 
chase without advertising for mate- 
rial in excess of $500. and we can- 
not take advantage therefore of any 
opportunity to purchase quickly. We 
have in each case to advertise and 
take our chances with bidders when 
the amount is over $500. That has 
hampered us very much, and I think 
the whole thing is handled by my 
department by two clerks and one 
stenographer and the cost is some- 
thing around $4,000. You recom- 
mend in the first instance having a 
Purchasing Agent with a larger sal- 
ary than our ordinance provides for. 
This does not seem to us, probably 


knowing what we do about these 
things, that this man will get along 
with a very small force and he no 
doubt will need clerks, stenog- 
raphers and statisticians. If there 
was any general statute providing for 
taking advantage of opportunities to 
purehase quickly and giving a Pur- 
chasing Agent broad powers, I could 
see a saving for the City, but in this 
case it would simply mean the Com- 
mission acting continuously for him. 
He has to submit every purchase to 
this Commission and it would mean 
one continuous ratification and con- 
tinuation of his acts. 


Mr. Gwinnell:—With reference to 
expense, may I state this. I have 
endeavored to, investigate that mat- 
ter and I find that statistics in other 
cities show the expense would run 
under i per cent. I looked up this 
morning with reference to what it 
costs the State. The State of New 
Jersey, I think, purchases about two 


and one-half million dollars of goods - 


and the cost was about 98/100 per 
cent. In Illinois 58/100 per cent. If 
the purchases of the City amounted 
to one and a half million which I 
think they are, the expenses of such 
a Bureau would run under $15,000. 
With regard to an elaborate staff, 1 
do not think experience shows it 
necessary. Furthermore under your 
ordinance, under the last provision 
it is stated outside of the Supervisor 
the other employes can be trans- 
ferred from other departments to 
this Bureau and outside of the Su- 
pervisor you could utilize the serv- 
ices of clerks who are doing that 
work now. 


Commissioner Archibald:—In my 
department I purchase practically 
nothing except certain kinds of books 
that have to be bought and only cer- 
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tain people can make them, such as 
field books for assessmg of proper- 
ties, tax receipt books and books for 
the Comptroller’s Office and regular 
check books, and occasionally replace 
a typewriter or adding’ machine, I 
feel it would adding an additional 
department to the City government 
at a time when we are trying to 
keep down expenses. 


Mr. Gwinnell: —I have a letter 
from New York and the statement 
there made fs this: It is a very 
great aid to have a Central Pur- 
chasing Agency for the reason that 
it incites wider competition. When 
concerns know there is one Central 
Purchasing Agency they will come 
and compete, whereas they would 
not do so where there is more than 
one, They have found it to be one 
of the primary advantages to have a 
Central Purchasing Agency. When 
this matter was taken up by the 
Chamber of Commerce the opinion 
was that there should be a business 
expert appointed to devise methods 
with regard to standardization, fram- 
ing of 2 schedule and the testing of 
material which I consider in the long 
run Will save the City a lot of money. 
In making that recommendation we 
simply followed out what we thought 
was the train of thought in this 
country. 


Commissioner Archibald:—I do 
not think at this time we should cre- 
ate a department of that kind. There 
are so many things said about the 
City Government creating useless 
positions and I cannot see where 
there would be any saving to the 
City. 


Mr. John W. Judson, Chief Ac-° 
countant, Water Department, stated 
that under the present system of 


purchasing for Director Raymond’s 
Department that the work is han- 
dled by one clerk and two stenogra- 
phers and that with a Purchasing 
Agent it would result in a duplica- 
tion of the work and that he could 
see no saving or benefit that would 
result with a Central Purchasing Bu- 
reau. Acting Auditor Brady stated 
that in the principal expenses of the 
City, the purchase of supplies is the 
smallest amount; that the largest pur- 
chasing department is the Water De- 
partment and that their purchases are 
largely iron, pipe, lead pipe, pig 
lead, etc., and that it did not make 
any difference who purchased these 


articles, that the market price would 
have to be paid. Mr. Brady also 
stated that the Department of Public 
Affairs purchases all of their sup- 
plies for the City Hospital, City 
Home and Alms House through com- 
petitive bidding and that contracts 
were awarded to the lowest bidder 
and that he could see no advantage 
in creating a Purchasing Bureau. 


Each member of the Board ex- 
pressed it as his opinion that he 
could see no advantage to the City 
in the creation of a Central Purchas- 
ing Bureau and that they could see 
no saving that would accrue to the 
City with such a Bureau.

Spoke on subsidies, claiming money 
from incomes on mortgage loans was 
not a sibsidity and elimination Feder- 
al Tax but a just and necessary act.

Morgan of Mayor’s Rent Adjustment 
Commission were found very useful 
at conference.

Dear Friend: — 


The short session of the 66th Con- 
gress convened on the first Monday 
in December, 1920, and will expire 
by limitation of law on March 4, 
1921. The annual river and harbor 
bill should be passed at this session 
along with other appropriation bills 
for the support of the- various ac- 
tivities of the Federal Government. 
Information from Washington is not 
-as encouraging as it should be. The 
necessity of exercising economy:in all 
Government expenditures is appar- 
ent and the fear is expressed that 
this condition may be pleaded as an 
excuse for either omitting any river 
and harbor appropriations. alto- 
gether, or curtailing the same to such 


an extent as to seriously affect the - 


work of further improvement and the 
maintenance of our rivers and har- 
‘bors. Of course, economy must be 
exercised in this as in all other ap- 
propriations, but there is a marked 
‘difference between economy and neg- 
lect. For instance, the estimates 
submitted by the War Department as 
mecessary for the improvement and 
maintenance of rivers and harbors 


31 


for the next fiscal year amount to 
about fifty-seven miullion dollars. 
Members of Congress and other stu- 
dents of the subject who have stud- 
ied the’ estimates, believe that the 
appropriations might be reduced to 
about Thirty Million Dollars without 
duly impairing the facilities of water 
navigation, but could not go much 
below that figure without causing 
serious loss through neglect and de- 
terioration of work under way. 


An illustration might be given in 
which the Atlantic Deeper Water- 
ways Association is deeply interest- 
ed. The River and Harbor Act of 
March 2, 1919, authorized the pur- 
chase of the Chesapeake and Dela- 
ware Canal and its subsequent im- 
provement so as to convert it into a 
sea level canal with a minimum 
depth of twelve feet. An appropria- 
tion was heretofore made for the 
purchase of the canal, but there is 
almost nothing available for its im- 
provement. The Chief of Engineers 
has recommended an appropriation of 
Two and One-half Million Dollars to- 
ward the completion of this project. 
While it is too much to hope that the 
full amount can be obtained, it is 
believed. that substantial progress 
could be made by reducing the esti- 
mate and making an appropriation 
at this time of One Million and Five 
Hundred Thousand Dollars. 


To summarize, it is of the utmost 
importance that Congress pass a 
river and harbor bill at this -session 
containing sufficient appropriations 
for maintenance and such further 
improvement of our waterways a3 
may be absolutely necessary. 


With the above prefatory state- 
ment and by direction of the Presi- 
dent and the official body, I am writ- 


tng to request that you write a let- 
ter to the two Senators from your 
State and to your own Representa- 
tive in Congress, urging the neces- 
sity of passing a bill at this session. 
Your knowledge of the subject will 
enable you to express the letter in 
your own way. If you are acquaint- 
ed with other Representatives in 
Congress from your State, it is most 
advisable that you also write them. 
If our Association is to be effective, 
it must translate its purposes into 
legislation, and this is an effective 
way of acquainting Congress with 
your views. In addition, you have 
the happy reflection that you are act- 
ing in the public interest.

Mayor Gillen:—-I might say we 
have made arrangements at a meet- 
ing of the Council of Associated 
Charities yesterday whereby the Chil- 
dren’s Aid Society will take care of 
a number of them, and others will 
be placed in various institutions. 
We cannot commit them to the Alms 
House because the Law prevents it, 
unless it were merely a temporary 
arrangement for a few days or a 
week, and the only thing we can do 
is to place them in private institu- 
tions, which we have arranged to do. 


Mr. Taylor also brought to the 
attention of the Board a condition 
brougat about through the operation 
of the Health Ordinance which pro- 
hibits persons suffering from. disease 
to be employed in the handling of 
food, stating when men are exam- 
ined and found to be suffering from 
tuberculosis they are prevented from 
working at their trade and that no 
provision is made to place them in 
other employment. 


Mayor Gillen:—We tried to place 
them in other occupations while jobs 
were plentiful. Arrangements were 
made and I made them myself with 
the Employment Bureau that all 
cases of this kind were to be given 
special attention and every prefer- 
ence given them, and every effort 
made to place them in positions of

some kind, preferably in outdoor 
work, without the danger of spread- 
ing disease. 


Mr. Owen F. Conlon, 19 Wakeman 
Avenue, appeared before the Board 
on behalf of residents on Wakeman

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Corporation Counsel Congle- 
ton.—Assembly Bill No. 146 
changes the Walsh Act to do away 
with proferential voting and have a 
primary election prior to election 
by the process of elimination, the 
purpose being to limit the number 
of candidates to ten, the ten high 
men would be the candidates on 
election day. 


Commissioner Raymond:—1 think 
it is a very bad bill and an attempt 
to change the character of Commis- 
sion Government; likewise the right 
of the people to choose their Com- 
missioners. In the first place, it is 
ridiculous to impose the expense of 
two elections. It is a very bad bill 
and I think this Commission should 
go on record as disapproving it. 


Corporation ‘Counsel Congle- 
ton:—When I was in Trenton I was 
at the conference the House Commit- 
tee was holding on it and there was 
very serious opposition to the bill 
from almost every quarter of the 
State; that is, mostly from the 
smaller municipalities. Now, some- 
one got the happy thought and that 
they are now working on it to try 
to amend this bill so that the prim- 
ary feature of it will only apply to. 
first class cities. Personally, I 
think such a bill would be unconsti- 
tutional. I do not see how Commis- 
sioners in Newark should be nomin- 
ated and elected any differently than 
they are in East Orange, Camden, 
Paterson, Passaic or Elizabeth. 


Commissioner Brennan:—I cer- 
tainly think, if for no other reason, 
it is unfair to the taxpayers by sad- 
dling the expense of two elections as 
this primary election would require. 


Commissioner Raymond moved 
that this Commission go on record as 
disapproving the bill.

If 
their bill is going to be allowed to 
Temain, and there has been no move 
made this year to amend it on the 
statute books, the employees of the 
Street and Water Department and 
the Board of Health or any other 
department should be entitled to the 
same form of pension as the Police 
or Fire Departments. I am opposed 
to the Police and Fire Pension Bill 
as it now stands. If it is going to 
remain on the statute books as it 
now stands I see no reason why they 
should receive any favors that is de- 
nied to others. 


Corporation Counsel Congle- 
ton:—-I have in my department and 
the City Clerk has in his department 
other clerks who do clerical work 
just the same as these employees in 
the city service with a great many 
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years of service If it ıs a case of 
pensions generally, let us take the 
initiative and prepare the proper 
kind of pension bill to cover all city 
employees. I do not see why the tax- 
payers should pay for one class o? 
clerks and not the other. 


Commissioner Raymond:—-Where- 
would that lead us, Mr. Brady? 


Acting Auditor Brady:—I do not’ 
know where that would lead us. I 
am afraid to look at the Police and 
Fire now or the bill that will come 
to us next year. From the 16th of 
April last year it cost.the city about 
$130,000 for the Police and Fire 
alone. How much it will cost this 
year I do not know. It may go up 
to $170,000. 


Commissioner Brennan :—What 
do you figure it will cost the city 
ten years hence under the present 
bill if those eligible would elect to 
avail themselves of it? 


Acting Auditor Brady:-—About a 
half million dollars; that is, if they 
all retired. 


Commissioner Raymond:—-To my 
department it would be a very great 
advantage toward the efficiency of 
the department to have such a bill. 
It would be a tremendous advan- 
tage in my department where hard 
work is required of certain class 
of employees. It would be a greater 
advantage -to the city to be able to 
let them retire when they had 
reached an age where they were un- 
able to work and where public de- 
cency makes it impossible to remove 
them. I suppose that does not apply 
so much to clerks as those doing out- 
door work where their physical con- 


dition is important. I have found it 
would be a great advantage if I 
could pension some of these men 
where they had reached an advanced 
age, but I want to know what the 
financial consequences will be. 


, Corporation Counsel Congleton:— 
All pension bills originating in the 
house are sent to a special commit- 
tee appointed to consider all. these 
bills and they are giving a hearing 
on them next Monday.

Commissioner Monahan: — Mr, 
Mayor, there are several citizens 
here who want to talk on the ordi- 
nance which I intend to present for 
the erection of a new Centre Market, 
and in order to allow them the privi- 
-lege of talking on it, and in order 
not to detain them, I would suggest 
that we go out of the regular order 
of business and I will present this 
ordinance so that these gentlemen 
can talk upon it. 


The clerk then read the ordinance 
as follows: 


An Ordinance authorizing the con- 
struction of a new Centre Market and 
Parking Station. 


The Board of Commissioners of © 


the City of Newark, Do Ordain: 


1. That a new Centre Market 
Building with a parking station pro- 
vided for upon the second floor of 
said building, to be erected upon the 
site of the land now occupied as a 
farmers’ market, be and the same is 
hereby authorized. 

2. That the total cost of said 
building shall not exceed the sum of 
$1,200,000, of which amount $626,- 
248.90 is now in hand and the bal- 
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ance thereof, to wit, the sum of 
$673,756.10 shall be raised by a 
bond issue hereafter to be author- 
ized. 


3. This ordinance shall take ef- 
fect immediately. 


Mr. Herbert Boggs, representing 
the Chamber of Commerce:—I was 
asked to say a few words on this 
subject by the Chamber of Commerce 
and also to ask that you give a hear- 
ing on the matter. There are other 
members of the Committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce present. The 
Committee is not opposed to building 
a new Centre Market along economi- 
cal lines which this Committee has 
in mind, and which it asks this Board 
to consider very carefully. The first 
is as to the site upon which the new 
market is to be built. The Commit- 
tee after careful study has come to 
the conclusion that it would be in- 
advisable to build the new Market 
on the present site, first, because the 
site is needed for the future develop- 
ment of the City; second, on account 
of the exceeding value of the present 
site. We feel it would be well to 
build the new market on the block 
lying in back of the present market, 
bounded on the west by Mulberry 
Street, on the south by Commerce 
Street, on the east by River Street, 
and on the north by Canal Street, 
the block lying in back of the pres- 
ent market where the brewery is. 
That property is not well developed 
or built up at present, and situated 
as it is in the center of the City is 
a drawback. The site would be much 
larger than the present one, and 
could be developed into a wholesale 
market with storage facilities and 
track facilities in the future, and we 


think the site would be much cheap- 
er than the present site, and by tak- 
ing in Commerce Street and the pro- 
posed widening of Canal Street you 
will make it very accessible for peo- 
ple to get there, and if the canal in 
the future is abandoned as we hope 
it will be, the development of the 
canal into an electric line or some- 
thing of that kind, this site will be 
enhanced, while the development of 
the present plaza, especially with a 
view to using the upper floors for 
anything like automobile storage 
will tend to increase the present con- 
gestion on Broad Street near Market 
Street, and we therefore ask before 
the ordinance is passed that your 
body consider this question carefully, 
to investigate and decide upon it 
slowly and get all the light that you 
can on the subject. I might say we 
had an interview with Mr. Monahan 
and came here to oppose this with 
his full understanding and I think 
Mr. Monahan, I may safely say, was 
somewhat impressed with the argu- 
‘ments we presented, and I think it 
needs careful study. 


Mr. Frank P. Ford, representing 
the Chamber of Commerce:—I just 
want to say a few words and empha- 
size in a way what Mr. Boggs has 
said, especially the views of the mem- 
bers of this Committee. At present 
there is great congestion where the 
market is and if we locate the new 
market where the farmers’ market 
now is, you can picture to yourself 
what is going to happen in the next 
five years from now or less. I think 
in considering this question we want 
to consider it from the standpoint of 
the future. It seems to me that if 
you place the market where you pro- 
pose to place it, that you will have 
much greater congestion than you 
have at present. You want to avoid 


that and by building the market on 
the plot below Mulberry Street you 
distribute the traffic, you have the 
stopping point one block further be- 
yond than it is at present from Broad 
Street. You can imagine what is go- 


_ing to happen to the growth of this 


City with parking facilities in the 
market where you propose to. build 
it five years from now. It is just a 
step from Broad Street to the Mar- 
ket and the traffic will be greatly in- 
creased and we will be very much 
worse Off than at the present time. I 
am in the dry goods myself and pure- 
ly from a selfish standpoint I might 
look at it this way, that it might 
militate against us and that we might 
leave the market where it is. That 
would mean more people in that im- 
mediate vicinity and more business 
for us and that would be a very one 
sided policy. I think we should treat 
this question from the standpoint of 
what is best for the interests of our 
citizens as a whole and our business 
interests. People come down from the 
south, from the west, from the north 
and from the Ironbound District, and 
locating the market on the other 


side of Mulberry Street is just as 


handy to them as it would be where 
you propose to put it. 


Commissioner Raymond:—~ What 
is your argument about the cost of 
acquiring the new land east of Mul- 
berry Street. 


Mr. Ford:—-It seems to me the 
land below Mulberry Street is not 
as valuable as the present site. I 
do not think there is any question 
about it. The land below Mul- 
berry Street could be acquired at 
very good prices. From a revenue 
standpoint, the taxation you get from 
it is very little. There is a cheap 
class of property there now and by 


utting the market there you would 
develop that whole section. It seems 
to me the present property could be 
sold at good prices and a class of 
buildings erected there such as Clin- 
ton Street and. other streets, office 
buildings and buildings for other 
purposes that would mean taxable 
property and big revenue for the 
City and we need it. I was surprised 
to learn the other day that we only 
have 17 or 18 square miles in this 
city. The area here is very much 
less than other cities who have the 
same population. The time has come 
when we must decentralize. 


Commissioner Raymond:—Where 
does the Chamber of Commerce rec- 
ommend putting this new market? 


Mr. Ford:—Just back of the pres- 
ent market, bounded on the west by 
Mulberry street, on the south by 
Commerce Street, on the north by 
Canal Street and on the east by Riv- 
er Street. 


Mr. Henry Bergfels, representing 
the Chamber of  Commerce:—It 
would make a big item in increased 
revenue for the City and it would al- 
so be a benefit in this way. It would 
wipe out a block that is now really 
a disgrace. That block has always 
been a poor block; always been con- 
sidered as a low section and never 
has increased in respectability; al- 
ways been a dangerous neighborhood 
and that would tend to clean up that 
section. We are not opposed to a 
new market, but our idea is to get 
behind it, and we feel this is a bet- 
ter suggestion than the other. 
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Mr. Robert J. Metzler, Chamber of 
Commerce:—-The other gentlemen 
have covered the high spots, but 


there 1s another phase of this situa- 
tion. Don’t you think perhaps the 
idea of putting the market on the 
present site is more a matter of senti- 
ment, and the thought that our fore- 
fathers decided the market should 
be there is still the sentiment of some 
people? 


Commissioner Raymond:—I desire 
to say at this time I entirely agree 
with the suggestions of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce. In my vision of 
Newark in the future, I cannot asee 
a fish or meat market at the corner 
or near Broad Street, at a point 
where there will be a beautiful 
boulevard or open plaza when the 
canal is abandoned. I think the 
market should be moved to the east 
side of Mulberry Street. 
know what the additional cost of 
buying that land would be, but it 
seems to me the land is not very 
valuable, the improvements are not 
valuable, they are old dilapidated 
buildings and the cost would be per- 
fectly justified when the future of 
Newark is considered. I am not 
against building a new market, but 


I do feel that the arguments ad- 


vanced against having the market on 
the present site with parking facili- 
ties will add to the congestion. I am 


‘entirely opposed to this ordinance 


and will be obliged to vote against it. 


Dr. William G. Hanrahan, 36-A 
Fulton Street:—My status has been 
questioned as to who I represent in 
the City of Newark. In the first 
place I represent the Federation of 
Improvement Associations. I rep- 
resent another body vitally in- 
terested in this matter, The Rent 
Payers’ Association and the Cen- 
tral Business Men’s Association. 
We have taken action on this market 


I do not >: 


question and I wish to commend 
Commissioner Monahan. We have 
practically half the money needed 
to build this market. People are 
out of employment and he has con- 
crete plans to go ahead. If you put 
the market east of Mulberry street 
you will put a crimp in the business 
to build up commerce and bring mil- 
lions of dollars to Newark from the 
suburbs. These same gentlemen 
Mr. Mayor who are here today op- 
posed you when you endeavored to 
get homes for our people, and you, 
Mr. Raymond when you wanted to 
better our transportation facilities 
by putting buses on our streets. You 
will remember ‘what happened to the 
market that was established some 


years ago on Orange Street. Now 
as to the point of congestion. The 
entrance to the market can be 


brought in from Mulberry Street. 
Our engineers are qualified to an- 
swer that question and can overcome 
any extra congestion from the mar- 
ket. The market should be left 
where it is. If you change to an- 
other location you will be doing a 
very inadvisable thing. I hope Con- 
missioner Raymond will withdraw 
his opposition. If you try to buy 
some of that property on Commerce 
and Canal Streets, you will find you 
will have to pay a price almost as 
great as on the main arteries. These 
gentlemen who belong to the Cham- 
ber of Commerce should not be 
listened to, and we hope you will not 
listen to them. They have tried to 
obstruct us in every possible way, 
and we want the market put on a 
site convenient to the greatest num- 
- ber of people of our City. They are 
trying to tear down and not build up. 
We have come in contact with them 
time and time again. They tried to 
block and oppose our transportation 
measures in the City of Newark. 
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Commissioner Monahan: — Mr. 
Mayor, I am a great believer in the 
principle of the majority ruling. I 
held a meeting on this matter some 
weeks ago and invited all kinds of 
civic organizations and all kinds of 
labor unions and every organization 
we could think of. We invited them 
here to the hearing which was well 
attended, and in that meeting only 
two objectors appeared. With re- 
gard to the site where the market 
should be, the present site was fa- 
vored. If it were a case of divided 
opinion, I would never have even 
suggested the present site and I 
would have prolonged this matter, 
but it seemed to be so one sided and 
everyone seemed to be of the opinion 
that the market should be on the 
present site, I concluded it must be 
the sentiment of the majority of the 
public of the City of Newark, there- 
fore, that is my reason for trying to 
push this project through. There 
seems to be no question that every- 
body admits the need of a new mar- 
ket, and it is only a question of 
where the market should be erected. 
It is immaterial to me where the 
market is erected and I would like to 
see it placed wherever the majority 
of people think it should be proper 
to place this market. 


Mr. George Canniff, Federation of 
Improvement Associations:—I would, 
like to ask this question, if the new 
market is placed on the site proposed 
east of Mulberry Street, if it would 
not cause greater congestion in view 
of the fact that Mulberry Street is 
very narrow and the fact that all the 
principal approaches to the market 
would not operate against it very ma- 
terially. There is no doubt the mar- 
ket ‘has to be moved sooner or 
later and Commissioner Monahan 
has outlined a plan that appears to 


me 10 be a very reasonable one It 
wou.d cost much more to carry out 
the plan of buying all those build- 
ings the other side of Mulberry 
Street and then sell the plaza than 
it would to use the present plaza and 
let future developments take care of 
themselves. I understand from Com- 
missioner Monahan this plan he has 
in view will cost the citizens of New- 
ark nothing. That is a very import- 
ant matter to be taken into consid- 
eration. It seems to me when we 
can get a market house for nothing 
it is very important and should be 
considered. ‘ 
t 

Commissioner Brennan:—I, for 
years, have been an advocate of 
building a new market and I might 
say I am impressed somewhat with 
the suggestion made by the gentle- 
men from the Board of Trade. if 
the site on the other side of Mul- 
bery Street is obtainable and avail- 
able for the erection of the market, 
I believe it should be given consid- 
eration. I think this matter should 
be gone into thoroughly. I have 
seen markets in other cities, notably 
Pittsburgh, and this market is locat- 
ed in just as congested a neighbor- 
hood as our present market, and 
they seem to get along exceptional- 
ly well. One thing is certain, we 
need a new market and the present 
one is a disgrace to a first class city, 
and even to a third class city. I feel 
Commissioner Monahan having gone 
into this matter, holding hearings on 
it, is better qualified to recommend 
what is seemingly the sentiment of 
the citizens than I who has not had 
an opportunity to go into this par- 
ticular phase of the matter as mi- 
nutely as he has. If he feels the sug- 
gestion made by the members of the 
Chamber of Commerce, as well as 
the suggestion made by Director Ray- 


mond 1s worth considering, I am cer- 
tainly in favor of investigating some- 
what further. If he feels otherwise, 


. as an exponent of an up-to-date mar- 


1S 


ket, I am satisfied to take his word. 


Commissioner Monahan:—I have 
no objections to delaying this matter; 
although I have the votes to put the 
ordinance through, at the same time 
I do not want to railroad anything 
through. I want to give the public 
every possible advantage, and as I 
said before from the sentiment of 
the people who attended the meet- 
ing we held here in this Council 
Chamber some few weeks ago, ev- 
erybody seems to be of the opinion 


that the market should be erected 


on the present farmers’ site. As I 
said before I have no idea of shov- 
ing this matter through and I am 
willing to delay the reading of this 


ordinance any further. 


Commissioner Monahan moved 
that the ordinance be laid over for 
two weeks for further consideration, 


aand that the Tax Board be requested 


to make an appraisal of the value of 
the proposed new market site. 


The roll being called, the motion 
was declared adopted by the follow- 
ing votes: 


Yeas: Commissioners Archibald, 
Brennan, Monahan, Raymond, Mayor 
Gillen. 


Mayor Gillen:—I am glad Commis- 
sioner Monahan has seen fit to delay 
the matter inasmuch as there seems 
to be such a difference in opinion. 
When the question was discussed of 
building a new market at the time 
Commissioner Raymond was Mayor 
I also opposed it on that site. At 


that time the Common Council went 
down to Liberty Street and Hamil- 
ton Street and had options on prop- 


erty there. Their idea was to lo- 


cate the market on that site, but Mr. 
Boggs who at that time was City At- 
torney gave the opinion that the 
City could not legally construct a 
market there under the law that ex- 
isted at that time and that site was 


abandoned. I have made a study of 


property in the City of Newark and 
it seems to me that all property be- 
tween Mulberry and Broad Street, 
running from Market Street north 
up to Centre Street to the Tube Sta- 
tion should all be set aside for de- 
partmental business, office buildings, 
hotels, banks and such, including the 
present market site. Clinton Street 
has become a very important office 
building street and Commerce Street 
is devoted now to market purposes 
and that has prevented the building 
of office buildings there. I think the 
Common Council was right in those 
days, although it did not have the 
legal power to build the market on 
the new site down on Liberty Street.
